The convention of prominent cattle- 


men representing central and south 
Florida counties, in session at Orlan- 
•do Monday, went on record as favor- 
ing the enactment of statewide law 
for eradication of cattle fever ticks, 
as the most feasible way to handle 
the work under the present open 
jrange conditions. 
Dave Lockhart of 


•Orlando, was elected chairman and 
presided during the meeting. One res 
-olution recommended that compulsory 
idipping be abandoned. 
' 


A rollcall of the former resolution 


committee showed most of the mem- 
"bers absent. A resolution was parsed 
to form a new resolution committee, 
each county delegate selecting a rep- 
resentative. The following made up 
the committee:

county; C. G. Smith, secretary, Orange 
county; Nathan Holmes, St. Lucie 
Bounty; Kirby Osteen. Volusia county;

Various cattlemen, during the time 


the comittee was considering resolu- 
tions, voiced their opinions on 
the 


best way to eradicate the cattle tick 
and open the world markets to Flor- 
ida cattle, and were urged both by 
J. H. Tucker of Orange county, and F. 
N. Burt of DeLeon Springs, to join in 
and make an agency for co-operating 
in the tick eradication work, and in 
other matters of interest to cattlemen 
and hog raisers. 


No action was taken towards mak- 


ing'the association the official agency 
•of the cattlemen, but an organization 
of some form was urged. 
' In the afternoon two reports were 
presented by the committee. The min- 
ority report provided that the south- 
ern portion of Florida, also including 
"Volusia, Marion and Levy counties, 
and all quarantined areas south of 
said counties be included in one zone, 
and systematic wfck be started April 
1, 1921, and that a four-strand fence 
be built along the northern boundary. 


Tire report recomends "That all. 


compulsory dipping, so far as this sec- 
tion is concerned, be discontinued and 
remain discontinued until such time as 
a state-wide compulsory dipping law 
shall be passed. That this meeting go 
on record as requesting the next ap- 
pointive executive to appoint only 
•practical stockmen as members of the 
state livestock sanitary board." 


Dr. E. M. Nighbert, representing 


the federal government, made a state- 
ment to the effect that the authorities 
have always preferred to work areas 
in large units, but when the people 
in Orange and some other counties 
expressed by their votes and the--re- 
quest to their county officials that sys- 
tematic work be taken up it has been 
the policy to extend help and that has 
been done in this county

As the result of the member being 


caught under the dipper of a large 
dredge in the Lake Ashby Drainage 
District, Alden Pearson, aged 18 years, 
son of Charles Pearson, foreman of the 
work being done in the district, had 
his right foot so badly crushed Mon- 
day that amputation was necessary. 


Young Pearson was working with 


others of the crew of the big dredge 
in making some repairs to the mech- 
anism which controls the hugh dipper 
when something slipped or brake and 
the big dipper fell, 
catching 
his 


right foot under it. 
The, foot was 


mashed to a pulp. The dredge was 
in the vicinity of Lake Ashby and the 
injured boy was taken to Sanford as 
quickly as arrangements could 
be 


made and examination of the injured 
member by physicians in Sanford re- 
vealed that immediate amputation of 
the foot was necessary. 


In spite of every effort to get 
the 


boy to a surgeon as quickly as possi- 
ble it was about six houds after the 
injury before he was gotten to a sur- 
geon.

the "Big Five" of the packers. Reports on the profits of four of 
these companies have recently been made to the stockholders. 
There are those who charge that these reports conceal many of 
the feathers. Yet they show that after paying income, corpora- 
tion and super-taxes of all sorts, these companies have collected 
$165,116,651 in profits during the last three years. 
This is 


three times the rate of pre-war profits as computed under the 
federal income tax law. 


When the Federal Trade Commission reports that these 


five companies are financially interested in 762 other compan- 
ies, most of which they control, which 'handle 775 commodi- 
ties, "mostly food products." a large bunch of incriminating 
feathers is disclosed. " 


The indictment grows stronger when the acting secretary 


oi the United States Department of Agriculture discovers an 
over-supply of meat, falling livestock prices, stationary retail 
prices and a 50 per cent increase in the price of hides, the most 


of being wiped out is given in the 
year book of the U, S. department of 
agriculture, as follows: 


"Since the autumn of 1914 the de- 


partment has co-operated with 
the 


Gulf states in a campaign to eradicate 
the canker disease of citrus fruit and 
trees. NoSwithatanding - its wide, dis- 
semination before its identity and na- 
ture were determined, the progress of 
the work aas been very satisfactory. 
There appears to be no doubt that 
the few infections occuring in South 
Carolina and Georgia have been lo- 
cated and eradicated, so further work 
in these states will not be necessary. 


"The extent of the disease in Flor- 


ida, where the citrus influstry is of 
great magnitude has been greatly re- 
duced. In that state, where the to- 
tal number of properties found to be 
infected was 479, scattered through 
22 counties, the number remaining 
under quarantine haa been reduced to 
47. 
Only 15 canker-infected trees 


were discovered during the first six 
months of 1918. 
The malady is of 


such highly infections and virulent 
nature, however, that it will be neces- 
sary to continue the work in all the 
citrus-growing areas 
of the state 


for some time after the orchards ap- 
pear to be clean in order to prevent 
the possibility of outbreaks from any 
latent or inconspicious infection that 
might have escaped the observation of 
the forces 
In Alabama. Mississippi, 


Louisiana and Texas, it is believed 
that any further seriously destructive 
outbreaks of canker can be prevented

VALIDITY OF AMENDMENT T 


THE STATE CONSTITUTION I 


NOW BEING TESTED BEFOR 


HIGHEST COURT. 


The state supreme court has bee 


hearing arguments this week in th 
case of W. H. Neisel against D. W 
Moran, sheriff of Dade county. Thi 
case was brought to the supreme cour 
by Neisel after he had been denied a 
writ of habeus corpus in the circui 
court of Dade county. Neisel was ar 
rested, tried and convicted for trans 
porting and having in his possession 
intoxicating liquors in March, 1919 
He~sued out a writ of habeus corpus 
alleging in his petition that the legis 
lature of 1917 did not follow the con 
stitution in submitting the prohibition 
amendment, and therefore it has nev 
er become a valid part of the const! 
tution. He also attacked the "act of 
the (special session of the legislature 


I of 1918, providing for making effective 
the prohibition amendment to 
the 


constitution, on the ground that the 
legislature had no right to enact such 
a law until 
after 
the 
prohibition 


amendment, which was an amendment 
amending article XIX ot the constitu- 
tion^ became effective. It is said that 
should this law be declared unconsti- 
tutional, that there would be no law 
that would make effective the prohi- 
bition amendment, as the recent leg- 
islature only amended a portion of 
this act 
The case has been stubborn- 


ly and very thoroughly fought out be- 
fore the court. Messrs. Gautier and 
Riley, attorneys of Miami, appearing 
for Neisel, plaintiff in error, and Van 
C. Swearingen and Worth W. Tram- 
mell, assistant attorney general, for 
Moran, the sheriff.

MAIL GOES THROUGH 


TO GERMANY NOW 


That there will be a great inter- 


change of letters and correspondence 
between this country and Germany 
will naturally follow as a result of the 
order of July 15 of Postmaster General 
Burleson. by which his order of May 7, 


1917. 
is revoked and by which all mail 


matter, following the regulations as 
existed more than two years ago. di- 
rected to points in Germany, will go 
forward to its destination. 


The order removing the restrictions 


heretofore existing on mail matter to 
Germany has been received by Post- 
master G. W. Brown, which order 
places the mail situation on the same 
basis it was before the European war 
began. 


The order as contained in the Pos- 


tal Bulletin, and signed by Postmaster 
General A. S. Burleson. is as follows: 


"Order No. 3H27—Order No. 211. of 


April 7. 1917. of this department, is 
hereby revoked and effective at once. 
It is ordered that mail matter origin- 
ating within the United States or its 
possessions 
destined for Germany 


shall be accepted and dispatched from 
the 
United 
States 
to destination, 


when conforming to the Postal Union 
rates, conditions and classifications. 


"Under this order postmaster at ex- 


change offices are authorized to re- 
ceive and dispatch any closed transit 
mails for Germany originating in Ger- 
many and destined for any other for- 
eign countries which may ijeach their 
offices while in transit over the terri- 
tory of the United States."

"Orlando, was elected chairman and 
presided during the meeting. One res 
-Glutton recommended that compulsory 
'dipping be abandoned. 
' 


A rollcall of the former resolution 


committee showed most ol the mem- 
"bers absent. A resolution was parsed 
to form a new resolution committee, 
each county delegate selecting a rep- 
resentative. The following made up 
the committee: 


Sam Summerlin, chairman, Brevard 


county; C. G. Smith, secretary, Orange 
•county; Nathan Holmes, St. Lucie 
•county; Kirby Osteen. Volusia county; 
J. B. Plyant, Polk county; Joe Cimer-

Sumter count}, W. 0. Sloane, Lake 
county; Pat Johnston, Osceola coun- 
ty; Ed. Alderman. Okeechobee coun- 
ty; Henry W. Smith, DeSoto county 


Various cattlemen, during the time 


the comittee was considering resolu- 
tions, voiced their opinions on the 
best way to eradicate the cattle tick 
and open the world markets to Flor- 
ida cattle, and were urged both by 
f . H. Tucker of Orange county, and F. 
N. Burt of DeLeon Springs, to join in 
«nd make an agency for co-operating 
in the tick eradication work, and in 
other matters of interest to cattlemen 
and hog raisers. 


No action was taken towards mak- 


ing'the association the official agency 
•of the cattlemen, but an organization 
of some form was urged. 


• to the afternoon two reports were 
presented by the committee. The min- 
ority report provided that the south- 
ern portion of Florida, also including 
"Volusia, Marion and Levy counties, 
and all quarantined areas south of 
said counties be included in one zone, 
and systematic wfck be started April 
1, 1921, and that a tour-strand fence 
be built along the northern boundary. 


The report recomends "That all 


compulsory dipping, so far as this sec- 
tion is concerned, be discontinued and 
remain discontinued until such time as 
a state-wide compulsory dipping law 
shall be passed. That this meeting go 
on record as requesting the next ap- 
pointive executive to appoint only 
•practical stockmen as members of the 
state livestock sanitary board." 


Dr. E. M. Nighbert, representing 


the federal government, made a state- 
ment to the effect that the authorities 
have always preferred to work areas 
in large units, but when the people 
in Orange and some other counties

CITRUS CANKER WORK 


IN FLORIDA REDUCED 


Summary of the situation regarding 
itrus canker after a five year fight 
tarted by Florida, where the indus- 
ry wao threatened with the prospect 
f being wiped out is given in the 
ear book of the U, S. department of 
agriculture, as follows: 


"Since the autumn of 1914 the de- 
lartment has co-operated with 
the 


Guif states in a campaign to eradicate 
he canker disease of citrus fruit and 
trees. Notwithstanding its wide, dis- 
emination before its identity and na- 
ure were determined, the progress of 
he work aas been very satisfactory. 
'here appears to be no doubt that 
the few infections occuring in South 
Carolina and Georgia have been lo- 
ated and eradicated, so further work 
n these states will not be necessary. 


"The extent of the disease in Flor- 


da, where the citrus industry is of 
great magnitude has been greatly re- 
.uead. In that state, where the to- 
al number of properties found to be 
nfected was 479, scattered through 
22 counties, the number remaining 
under quarantine haa been reduced to 
47. 
Only 15 canker-infected trees 


were discovered during the first six 
months of 1918. 
The malady is of 


uch highly infections and virulent 


nature, however, that it will be neces- 
sary to continue the work in all the 
citrus-growing areas 
of the state 


:'or some time after the orchards ap 
near to be clean ia order to prevent 
the possibility of outbreaks from any 
atent or inconspicious infection that 
might have escaped the observation of 


forces 
In Alabama, Mississippi 


Louisiana and Texas, it is believed 
that any further seriously destructive 
outbreaks of canker can be prevented

explosive fact. It is not the increase, but the distribution of the 
money supply that is important. 


Food is fundamental. We eat to live and most of us think 


ive must live. Who got the extra money paid for food? 


5f, when the canary is missing, we find feathers decorating 


a satisfied smile on a fat cat, we go after the cat. 


Pood distribution, throughout the world, is dominated by 


the "Big Five" of the packers. Reports on the profits of four of 
;hese companies have recently been made to the stockholders. 
There are those who charge that these reports conceal many of 
:he feathers. Yet they show that after paying income, corpora- 
ion and super-taxes of all sorts, these companies have collected 
$165,116,651 in profits during the last three years. 
This is 


;hree times the rate of pre-war profits as computed under the 
'ederal income tax law. 


When the Federal Trade Commission reports that these 


five companies are financially interested in 762 other compan- 
ies, most of which they control, which "handle 775 commodi- 
ties, "mostly food products." a large bunch of incriminating 
feathers is disclosed. " 


The indictment grows stronger when the acting secretary 


of the United States Department of Agriculture discovers an 
over-supply of meat, falling livestock prices, stationary retail 
prices and a 50 per cent increase in the price of hides, the most 
important by-product, all since March of this year. 


The domination of the "Big Five" is international. 
They 


have producing plants in the United States, Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Brazil and Australia, and distributing stations in almost 
every corner of the earth. From remote tropical isles protest- 
ing against control of copra to the oldest civilizations com- 
plaining against extortions, the denunciation of this "Big Five' 
belts \he earth. 


Perhaps they are not to blame for high food prices. Pos- 


sibly they are not getting more than their share of the uplifl 
caused by currency inflation. 
Perhaps they are benevolenl 


despots, as their prolific press agents protest. Apologists for 
despots in all ages have made the same claim. 


But there is a general belief that billions of dollars and 


millions of lives have -recently been expended and the work 
brought to the verge of bankruptcy to get rid of despotism. 


A benevolent despotism with so many feathers around its 


mouth is apt to be viewed with suspicion, anyhow. 


ALIDITY 
OF AMENDMENT TO 


THE STATE CONSTITUTION IS 


NOW BEING TESTED BEFORE 


HIGHEST COURT. 


The state supreme court has been 
earing arguments this week in the 
ase of W. H. Neisel against D. W. 
loran, sheriff of Dade county. This 
ase was brought to the supreme court 
y Neisel after he had been denied a 
rit of habeus corpus in the circuit 
ourt of Dade county. Neisel was ar- 
isted, tried and convicted for trans- 
orting and having in his possession 
ntoxicating liquors in March, 1919. 
He~sued out a writ of habeus corpus, 
lleging in his petition that the legis- 
ature ot 1917 did not follow the con- 
titution in submitting the prohibition 
mendment, and therefore it has nev- 
r become a valid part of the constl- 
ution. He also attacked the "act of 
he (Special session of the legislature 
f 1918, providing for making effective 
le prohibition amendment to 
the 


onstitution, on the ground that the 
egislature had no right to enact such 


law until 
after 
the 
prohibition 


mendment, which was an amendment 
mending article XIX ot the constitu- 
on, became effective. It is said that 
houlcl this law be declared unconsti- 
utional. that there would be no law 
lat wonld make effective the prohi-

J. A. Mortland of Tallahassee, en- 


gineer for the state highway depart' 
ment, arrived in Daytona Tuesday an* 
met with the special committee ap- 
pointed by Chairman Reilly of the 
county commissioners for the purpose 
of going into the bridge question ia 
this county in a thorough manner, es- 
timating a valuation on all toll bridges 
in the county and estimating the cost 
of building new ones where purchase- 
of these bridges is impossible. 


The coming of Engineer Mortland to 


Volusia county follows action taken, 
by the board of county commissioners 
at their last regular meeting, when it 
was decided to have the engineer, 
together with a committee of citizens, 
place valuations on all toll bridges, 
with the view to purchase or 
to 


construct new bridges if the prices are- 
considered too high. The committee 
appointed by Chairman Reilly 
to 


serve with the state engineer for the 
purpose is composed of C. M.-Rogers, 
of Daytona, C L Vining of Daytona 
Beach and L. A. Bostrom of Orrnond. 


The committee and engineer started 


their work Wednesday morning and 
will continue until a careul inspection 
of every toll bridge in the county has 
been made. Estimates on the cost of 
constructing new bridges at the same 
places will be made at the same time. 
The committee will have its report 
ready to submit to the board of county 
commissioners at the regular meeting 
the first of next month. 


Mr. Mortland, from the information 


he had at hand when the work was 
started, estimated the work would 
take about a week. With the infor- 
mation contained in the report which 
this committee will submit, the board 
of county commissioners will be in 
position to set the amount necessary 


vote in the county on the question of 
purchasing the bridges or building 
new ones and making them all owned 
and maintained as free bridges by th» 
county.

MAIL GOES THROUGH 


TO GERMANY NOW 


That there will be a great inter- 
hange of letters and correspondence 
between this country and Germany 
will naturally follow as a result of the 
order of July 15 of Postmaster General 
Burleson. by which his order of Way 7, 
1917. is revoked and by which all mail 
matter, following the regulations as 
ixisted more than two years ago. di- 
rected to points in Germany, will go 
forward to its destination. 


The order removing the restrictions 


heretofore existing on mail matter to 
Germany has been received by Post- 
master G. W. Brown, which order 
places the mail situation on the same 
basis it was before the European war 
began. 


The order as contained in the Pos- 


tal Bulletin, and signed by Postmaster 
General A. S. Burleson. is as follows: 


"Order No. 3H27—Order No. 211, of 


A.pril 7. 1917. of this department, is 
hereby revoked and effective at once. 
It is ordered that mail matter origin- 
ating within the United States or its 
possessions 
destined for Germany 


shall be accepted and dispatched from 
the 
United 
States 
to destination, 


when conforming to the Postal Union 
rates, conditions and classifications. 


"Under this order postmaster at ex- 


change offices are authorized to re 
ceive and dispatch any closed transit 
mails Cor Germany originating in Ger- 
many and destined for any other for- 
eign countries which may Ijeacl] their 
offices while in transit over the terri 
tory of the United States."

READY-MIXED HOG FEEDS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.} 
The breeder should use nig own mind 


tnd judgment In mixing the percentage 
of his feet? for hogs. He can find all 
the tables in Henry & Morrison's Feeds 
and Feeding and in his agricultural, 
college bulletins; and if he has the fa- 
cilities can arrange and balance a ra- 
tion on the basis prescribed. He would, 
however, save himself a great deal of 
time and labor and get more exact re- 
sults should he ask the state feed in- 
spection department for its published 
lists of all aiiied feeds registered, in 
the state, and choose those ready to 
feed which will meet his requirements. 


He will find it to his advantage to 


know the game. He must use his own 
noodle in determining the quantities 
of each feed for each lot of pigs at dif- 
ferent times during their growing pe- 
riod. 


'ProfessorBward says: "The young 


growing pig weighing 30 to 60 pounds 
should eat about one pound of protein 
for every four pounds of 
carbohy- 


drates. 


"When the pig reaches 100 pounds 


In weight, about one pound of protein 
to five pounds of carbohydrates Is cor- 
rect 


"At 150 pounds It should be Increas- 


ed; for each .pound of protein six 
pounds of carbohydrates. 


"The fairly well-grown hog, 240 to 


800 pounds, In fattening will do well 
on one pound of protein to eight 
pounds of carbohydrates." 


After listing the various feeds and 


combinations of feeds used in exten- 
sion hog feeding tests at Iowa agrl- 
;uitural college, Professor Bwardsays: 
"Each buttermilk hog drank 32 pounds 
oj buttermilk, ate less than half as 
much of the $2 corn, only one-third 
as mucb of the $90 tankage, only two- 
thirds as much of the $55 middlings, 
and actually reached a weight of 296 
pounds some 62 days before the hog 
without buttermilk did." 


So it woijld seem that buttermilk Is 


one of the best hog feeds. Where it 
is not freshly available it may be had 
in a dried powder form. There ar» 
ten pounds oi solids Ic every hundred 
pounds of liquid buttermilk. The rest 
Is water.
